The Calgary Herald says: ‘ The 
next reform should be the extension of 
the militia system to the Territories, 
where itis much needed—more than 
in Eastern Canada,” 
and the suggestion is one which should 
be pressed home by every citizen and 
every newspaper of the North West 
The Government apparently 4h 
definilely entered upon a 
of reorganization of the Mounted 
Police force, aud contemplate redue- 
ing some of the superintending posts 
where headquarters’ staffs in duplicat 
have been maintained, The reorg: 
ization is toinyolve a certain reduc- 
tion in the total strength of the force. 
It is perhaps possible to make a 
reduction in the expenditure and num- 
bers of the force without impairing its 
efficiency or capacity forduty, Atthe 
present moment at headquarters there 
are in the neighbourhood of 60 men, 
and in that number there are actually 
less than one dozen duty men, Nearly 
50 are included in the list of staff men 
clerks, artisans, armorers, coachmen, 
body servants, ete, When it 18 con- 
sidered that this state of affairs exists 
in some degree at seven other posts 
throughout the country, it can be 
readily understood that the active 
strength of the Mounted Police 
scarcely what it is commonly supposed 
tobe. The number of men in the 
body at present is given at 730 or 7h),

It is doubtful if out of this number the 


commissioner could muster 500° men 
for active service in the field, without 
upsetting his staff arrangemen's, The 
condition is sufficient to engender a 
suspicion that the common evil of over 
government has infected the police 
force. So we say it is possible that 
the proposed reduction is not intended 
to lessen the active strength, Never- 
theless the common feeling in the 


Territories is that the Government 
have made a mistake in deciding to 
effect any reduction.

Sir Wilfred has 
consequently been placed in the 
first rank without having had to 
serve any apnrenticeship in the 
other two. The people of Canada 
will certainly be proud of the 
course adopted in thus signally 
honouring their Premier, who it

Speaking in the abstract it is 
sometimes difficult to account for 
the course followed in the granting 
of honours. There is an old story 
in existence of the explanation 
given for the possession of three 
medals by an English officer who 
had never seen active service.

PROTECTION vs, RECIPROCITY 


To the Editor of Tuk Heratp 
Sin,—For years I have been astrong 
supporter of the national policy, as I 
believed it was necessary to the build- 
ing up ofthis couotry. At this time 
Great’. Britain is beginning to take a 
greater interest in the trade with her 
colonies, and it has been for a long 
timeclear to my mind that if she 
would give her colonies preferential 
trade for their products, they could 
inreturn admit hers on a free trade 
basis so far as possible consistently 
with raising necessary revenue, If 
such a system were established, our 
agricultural population would I be- 
lieve soon be doubled. | What the 
wealth of a nation depends on is its 
exports, which is a well known axiom, 
By protection Canada may retain, 
but will not add to her wealth, because 
the moment manufacturers’ produce 
more than the home market can 
consume, and wish to extend their 
trade they would haye to reduce 
the cost of production, to en- 
able them to compete with goods pro- 
duced in countries where labour is 
cheaper, which could only be done by a 
reduction in the amount paid as 
wages, which at the present time is 
not practical, So proiection only 
increases our population to the extent 
vf the number required to supply 
goods in our own market. As the 
agricultural population has to pay 
heavily tosupport home industries it 
would’ certainly pay us to. sacrifice 
some few of our manufacturies if Eng- 
land would give us preferential trace, 
as atleast two thirds of our popula- 
tion would benefit by the better market 
for what they produced, and the 
whole of us by cheaper necessaries 
Then many of our manufacturers, 
from theirnatural advantages, would 
find that a revenue tariff and carriage 
rates were quite sufficrent protection, 
and the increased business caused by 
the rapid settling up of our unoccupied 
lands would more than compensate 
them and the country tor loss, and the 
country would find that the increased 
number of these factories, unaintained 
in a healthy state, would employ more 
labour than all the factories at the 
present time do, and what would be 
still better, would be no burden to the 
people, and the nation at large would 
glory in increased strengt hand trade,

Orrawa, June 26,—The leaders on 
both sides of the House of Commons 
have agreed to make an effort to finish 
business by Monday night. — This is 
contingent upon the abandonment 
of the resolution handing $300,000 of 
the public school fund over to the pro- 
vince of Manitoba, 

On the Senate side the outlook is 
not quite so promising tor early proro- 
gation, If the Government intends to 
carry on the Drummond county deal 
via the supply bill there will be a great 
deal of opposition in the Senate. 

It does not follow, however, that the 
up er chamber will take the extreme 
move of throwing out the supply bill, 
It will probably hold an inquiry into 
the subject with a view to eliciting all 
the facts. It may appoint a committee 
and pass the supply bill, leaving the 
Government to assume the re sponsi- 
bility of proroguing whilethe investi- 
gation is in progress and thereby 
blocking it for this session, 

Another line the Senate may adopt 
is to delay the passage of the supply 
bill until the inquiry has taken place. 
This may keep the legislators at their 
desks for a few weeks yet and lead to 
some unsavory revelations, 

There is a prospect that the Govern- 
ment will consider discretion the bet- 
ter part of valour and recede from the 
position it has taken,

aed in a palace car in Alberta 
yetween Calgary and Edmonton. on 
the 22nd. The party consisted of 
over 30 ladies and gentlemen who had 
been at Winnipeg during the meeting 
of the Presbyterian General Assembly, 
Mr. Whyte, the genial and obliging 
superintendent of the western division 
of the C. P. R., placed two cars at the 
dispsl of the paraty toakome them 
their home till they reached the Coast, 
Aftera pleasant trip over the bound- 
less plains, the party reached the neat 
little town of Calgary on Saturday 
night, to find that the floods on the 
Bow River had injured the road so as 
cause delay, but Mr, Whyte, desirous 
that as much of the country as poss- 
ible should be seen, arranged to take 


the party 200 miles north to 
Edmonton, 
So with the best of spirits we 


left Calgary under the guidance of 
Mr. Herdman of Calgary, and Mr, Me- 
Queen of Edmonton, who deserve 
every honour at the hand of a ehurch 
which they have served with noble 
felicity, inthese new and important 
western towns. We were soon sweep- 
ing over undulating plains adorned 
with lovely flowers of every hue, 
while far to the west partly hidden by 
by a film of blue, rose the giant snow 
capped peaksof the Rockies.As we went 
northward past Olds and Innisfail, the 
hareness of the plains was broken by 
clumps of trees. No richer or more 
beautifal country for farming and 
renching is to be found in the whole 
of tbe vast North West, than 
the region through which we passed, 
But we were not forgetful while 
admiring the richness and beauty of 
the scene, that we were loyal subjects 
of Her Majesty. Early in the day

On reaching the terminus we were 
taken across to North Edmonton, paid 
a visit to the shurch of which Profess- 
or Baird was pastor aad) which is now 
ministered to by Rey. D, G. McQueen, 
A short service was held here, A 
drive through the town, where at ten 
o'clock at night the Edmonton people 
were still at their Jubilee games with 
daylight and a return to the Tokio 
closed Jubilee day, On the return 
trip to Calgaty next day we had the 
pleasure — of informal addresses 
from Mr. Marker, government 
superintendent of dairying and 
Mr. Cowie, president of the Board 
of Trade at Edmonton,who gave a 
large amountof valuable information 
in regard to the farming and mineral 
products of the country. Mr. Brooks, 
who is connected with the railway 
also gave information as to settlement. 

But the piece de resistance wasa 
talk by the venerable Father Lacombe 
on some of his experiences during the 
last 48 years among the Indians and 
Haifbreeds in this distant outpost. 
His experiences were thrilling and yet 
very amusing when told with a spice 
of French humour, Evening found 
the party once more in Calgary de- 
lighted beyond expression with this 
special trip upon which they had not 
counted when they set out for the 
Pacitic, and satisfied that they had in 
their own way contributed their share 
toward honouring Her Gracious 
Majesty on the occasion of her Dia- 
mond Jubilee. 


ONE OF THE PARTY, 


AFTER WILD ANIMALS 


An American Zoologist Hére to Collect 
North West Animals. 


C. I. Jones, of Perry, Oklahama, U, 
§., arrived in town on Saturday and 
was a guest at the Queen's Hotel, He 
left on Tuesday for the far north, He 
is representing a big American fur and 
animal syndicate, who gather all kinds 
of animals alive, and is going as far 
northas he can penetrate into the 
Musk Ox region, 

Mr. Jones has had varied experience 
in collecting all kinds of wild animals. 
He was the person who collected some 
years ago the last herd of 120 buffaives 
taking them when they were calves, 
and driying then with sheep dogs to 
corrals, He has a fine specimen a of 
blood hound with him, to track the 
animals. He expects to get cariboo, 
bison, sable and other kinds of wild 
animals. The herd of Buffaloes that 
he caught took him 42 days before he 
reached the corral where he had a 
nurnber of tame ones, He thinks he 
will accomplish what he is after, 
although it seems to be a great under- 
taking. The idea is either to chain or 
leave them upon some island in the 
far north, according to the nature of 
the animal, The animals will be all 
taken young, so that they may be 
easily coon edand with a number of 
well trained sheep dogs, and the blood 
hound, Mr, Jones thinks he can corral 
any specimen he may be fortunate 
enough to come across, 

He expects to be away for a couple 
of years, It willtake him some time 
in Ediaonton to get his equipments 
ready. He will take several pack 
xonies and a couple of men with him, 
The sheep dogs very likely will be 
shipped from here if such a number as 
he requires can be found, Nothing 
but the very best trained dogs would 
be of any use, 

He will traverse a country very 
likely where no human foot has ever 
trod, 

The ultimate idea is to establish a 
ranch for preserving wild animals 
either on Peace or Athabasca 
river. Thisisan educational idea for 
the Indian not vo kill the wild animals 
but to preserve therm, It may be the 
means of saving the government a 
large amount of money as the Indians 
may be taught to preserve the animals 
for food purposes, 

The Flat Head Indians who bought 
atew head some years ago from Mr, 
Jones have now over two bundred 
animals and ave gradually breeding a 
large herd,

MAKING OF PINS. 


One of the Modern Machines Turns Out 
8,000 an Hour, 


There is scarcely a living woman who 


foes not use the common and every- 
fay pin every day more or less, but 
few, however, ever think how it is 


made, says the Dry Goods Beonomist. 
To complete a pin it has to go through 
many hands before it is ready for the 
consumer, It is a very delicate article 
to handle, and the cost of building the 
machines to make it is the greatest 
vutlay. Tyhe wire from which these 
pins are manufactured is especially 
prepared and comes to the factory on 
large very much like gigantic 
cotton spools, 

The wire is first turned through eight 
or ten little copper rollers. This is to 
get all the bend ana kink out of it-in 
other words, to straighten it perfectly. 
After this preliminary operation is 
completed it is once more wound on 4 
very large reel, which is attached to 
the machine that makes the pins, One 
of these machines makes on an average 
8000 pins an hour, and some large fac- 


recls 


tories will often have thirty or forty 
machines at work at one time After 
the pins are released from the grip of 
this machine they are given a bath of 
sulphuric acid. This removes all the 
grease and dirt from them, 

They are then placed in a tub or 
barrel of sawdust. Pins and sawdust 
are next taken together from the bar- 
rel and allowed to fall in a steady 
stream through a strong air blast, 


which separates the sawdust from the 


pins. But as yet they are pointiess, 
and pins without points would not be 
“w much use, In order to point them 


they are carried on an endless grooved 
belt which passes a set of rapidly mov- 
ing files. This points them roughly, 
and after being passed between two 
grinding wheels and forced against a 
rapidly moving band faced with emery 
loth, they are dipped in a polishing 
tub of oil. This latter is a large, slow- 
ly revolving copper-lined tub, which 
is tilted at an angle of about 45 degrees. 
As this revolves the points keep slid- 
ing down the smooth copper to the 
lower side, and owing to the constant 
friction against the copper and against 


“ach other, receive a brilliant poiish 
and finish. 

They mo next to the sticker, where 
they sall from a hopper on an inclined 
plane, in which are a number of slits, 
The pins catch in these slits and hang- 
ing by their heads, slide down to an 
apparatus which inserts them In the 
paper. This machine is, perhaps, the 
most Ingenious of all the beautiful and 
complicated contrivances that help to 
make and manipulate the pin, It does 
all this at the rate of 190,000 pins an 
hour, and yet a single bent or damaged 

will cause it to stop feeding until 
the attendant removes the offender, 


The pins are then stuck into the papers 
by the machine, which ig usually oper- 
ated by a skilled girl, and then they 
are ready for shipment to all parts of 


the civilized world where the common
